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Greece Nips Red 
Plot; Over 2,000 
Arrested in Raid 

ATHENS, July 9 <JP) — ^The Greek government announced 
that more than 2,000 persons were arreated in the Athens 
area early today in raids aimed at stamping out a communiat 
plot to stage B revolution and spread civil war throughout 
the entirfe country. Minister of Public Order Napoleon Zervas 
said, the zero hour for the communist stroke was to. have 
been around 1 a.m. tomorrow, when attacks were to have 
been staged simultaneously in all parts of Greece, bringing 
the present mountain guerrilla warfare into urban centers. 

Between 3,000 and 4,000 police, gendarmes and soldiers 
staged the lightning raids before dawn this morning, Zervas 
said. He added that many im- ' 



portant communists already 
had fled and either were 'hid- 
ing in Athens or in the moun- 
tains. 

Most of those armUd, he said, 
will be taken to Islands near Athena, 
vhlle the Investigating continues. 
Some ringleaders, Zervas added, will 
remain In Athens to await hearings. 
Those not Implicated ia. the plot will 
be released and others probably will 
be exUed, officials said. 

Statement Told 

"For several days the government 
baa been on the trail of a communist 
plot designed at transferring the 
vhQle guerrilla warfare to urban 
centers of Greece," Zervas said, and 
padded: 

"This was absdutely In connection 
with communist plans to establish a 
free state within Greece. The pro- 
cedure Is easy to understand. Before 
creating such a government the com- 
munists wanted to create in Greece 
a state of general dvll war so that 
this eventual govemment would ap- 
pear not only as representing and 
controlling the bandits in the moun- 
tains but also controlling the forces 
lighting In the large clUes.

"The BDvemment has many more 
details concerning the plot, but these 
details are not made public now 
because It might Interfere with 
—subsequent .duelopments."

'Weather Balloon,' 
Says AAF of New 
Mexico's 'Saucer' 



ROSWELL, N. M., July 9 (/P)— W. W. Bra- 
zel, the rancher credited for a time with find- 
ing the nation's first flying disc, is sorry he 
said anything about it. The. 48-year-old New 
Mexican said he was amazed at the fuss made 
over his discovery. "If I find anything else 
short of a bomb it's going to be hard to get 
me to talk." he told the Associated Press 
here early this morning: 

Brazcl's discovery was reported late yes- 
terday by Lieut. Walter Haut, 
Roswell army air field public 
relations officer, as being one 
of the flying saucers that 
have puzzled and worried resi- 
dents of 43 states the past 
several weeks, 
Braxel related thU story: 
While riding the range on his 
ranch 30 miles southeast ot Corona, 
N. M., on June 14 he sighted some 
shiny objects. He picked up a piece 
of the stuff and took 11 to the ranch 
house seven miles away. 

Returns to Bite 
On July 4. he returned to the alto 
with his wife and two ot their chil- 
dren, Vomon, 8, and Bessie, 14. They 
gathered all the pieces they could 
find. The largest was about three 
feet across. 

Braiel hadn't heard of the flying 
discs at the lime. Several daya later 
his brolher-hi-law, Hollls Wilson, 
told him of the disc reports and 
suggested It might be one. 

"When 1 went to Roswell I told 
Sheriff George WUcox about It," 
he continued. "I was a little bit 
ashamed to mention It, because I 
didn't know whst It was.

CAESAR BOWB 

When James Caesar Petrillo of the musl- 
cUns union bent his Imee before the coun- 
try's highest tribunal the other day he 
demonstrated the almost reverential respect 
that most Americans feel lor the supreme 
court. Nor was this the only example of re- 
cent memory. 

At the height of his popularity President 
Roosevelt found that a loyal and heavily 
Democratic congress— and the people who 
elected it— would not go along with him on 
the so-called "court pacWng plan." Even 
John L. Lewis held his oratorical tongue 
when the high, court decided against him a 
few months ago. 

Many reasons for this deep respect are 
evident. The supreme court Is, in theory, 
and usually In fact, above the hurly-burly of 
politics. Its members are appointed, not 
elected, and the appointment Is for life. They 
are the courts of last resort 50 far as the law 
which they are considering la concerned. 

The Justices, to be sure, are human. They 
have their differences, occasionally open and 
bitter ones. Borne of theae differences are 
political, though it is politics on a high plane. 

Yet there are usually enough Justices of 
blKh InteUlgence and high principle on the 
bench at any time to merit the veneration 
which the supreme court receives. 

With the other two branches of govern- 
ment It is different. The President and his 
aislstants and the members of congress are 
aubject, and Tightly, to a sharp Inspection 
and criticism of their works. The executive 
and the legislators are elected and paid by 
the people to do a Job. Their employers have 
K right to~ see that the Job Is done com- 
pletely. 

. But sometimes this criticism gets out of 
band. We have seen Mr. Petrillo refuse a 
request made by Mr. Roosevelt and we have 
Men A. r. Whitney defy Mr. Truman, though 
tootl^ PtesldenU were obviously acting In the 
XMojdq^ilMst interests. We have seen Mr. 
Petrillo and Mr. Lewis flout the authority of 
oongreu and Invite legal action by the gov- 
•nunent. 

As a result congress has enacted a new 
labor law Intended to curb such actions. 
Immediately the country has seen a wide- 
spread "spontaneous''' and "wildcat" strlJie 
by coal miners 1^ defiance of this taw. 

It Is Tery well for Mr. Petrillo to say. "The 
supreme court has spoken, and I bow to Its 
dictates." That Is commendable. But he 
and some other heads of unions might well 
recall that the supreme court is only one of 
three equal and equally important branches 
of government. 

When congress passes a law, or the execu- 
tive department enforces it, or the Judicial 
department Judges it, the government has 
spoken in each case. It the law Is unjust it 
ean be amended or nullified. 

But this immediate defiance by one group 
of an act of the people's government weak- 
ens the people's government Itself. Buch 
defiance may be within the law. But It is 
rebellion, not aritlclsm.

There has been a total of 1*36 vetoes, according 
to the latest and beat check. In American history. 
Presidents used thia authority sparingly in the early 
days, as there were only 61 before Abraham Uncoln 
entered the presidency. 

Since the Civil war, when the major political 
parties assumed their present form.

Even partial success or the Idea in 
western Europe will prove a tre- 
mendous weapon against the ex- 
pansion of communism.

Dangers of Milk 
Not Pasteurized 

Buying milk that baa not been 
properly paste urited '1b lahled "fool- 
hardy" by Oharlaa Cotton. laiUtar- 
lan at the sonth oentral district 
health unit In Xwta FtUs. to a re- 
cent report. 

Even the fact that milk Is pas- 
teurised doea not assure the con- 
sumer that It Is safe, be pointed out. 
Pasteurised labels may appear on 
product* that have not peen prop- 
eriy pasteurised, and these are Just 
as dangerous as the raw product. 

Statistics show records of 31 out- 
breaks of sickness transmitted 
through milk or milk producU, the 
report Indicates. The outpreaks were 
diphtheria. sepUc aore throat, ty- 
phoid fever, undulant fever, hifec- 
Uous hepaUtls and food poisoning. 
A total of 2,181 cases were reported. 
During IMS alone, 10 were traced to 
raw milk, six to cheese, one to home- 
made Ice cham and one to a dried 
mlJk preparation. These sUtlstlcs 
cover only definite out-breaks. Cot- 
ton said. Individual cases are not 
recorded. 

Cotton sees one of the greatest 
dangers to this area In Infection in 
dairy cows. Under testing programs 
lor tuberculosis and bangs, a cow Is 
tested once every 12 months. Cot- 
ton points out that, under such a 
program, a cow may be infected for 
almost a year before the Infection 
ia 'jllscovered. Some diseases may 
not be detected by the test, and 
proper pasteuriiatlon is the only sure 
solution.
